neſs; butitis impoſlible to pleaſe all, or to 
eſcape without cenſure in this detraftingAge, 
tho* our Actions were regulated by the ſtri&t- 
eſt Reaſon, Yet what TI have ſaid, carries. 
_ the face of ſo much Juſtice and Honeſty, 
that 1 would notchange my Opinion, with- 

- out greater Demonſtrations than I have yet 
'  hadtothe orgy however, were I obli- 
ged to believe the Duke is a Papiſt 
(which no man yet has ſufficient grounds to 
think) 7 hope, 1 am ſo well fatisfyed in the 
exerciſe of our Proteſtant Religion, that I 
would da every thing becoming an honeſt 
man and a good Chriſtian. ; and then IT am 
ſure 7 ſhould never doevil, that good might 
come of ic ; which Obſervation 1 recom- 
mend more particularly, to- thoſe, who. are 
fo fond of the Bill of Excluſion.
